This  army  barracks  is  located  on  the  east- 
ern edge  of  Kuressnare,  1.5  kilometers  (km) 
nortii  of  the  Kuressaare  Airfield  (I'igure  1).  '1  he 
installation  covers  approximately  185  acres  and 
contains  26  buildings:  6 barracks,  3 adminis- 

tration buildings,  9 storage  buildings,  6 .support 
buildings,  and  2 vehicle  storage  and  maintenance 


buildings  (Figures  2 and  3).  A probabJe  nving 
range  is  in  the  southeastern  part  oftheinsmila- 
tion  and  a small  driver- training  area  i.'-  ai 
the  western  edge. 

A comparison  of  KEYllOLF  photography  of 
July  1963  and  June  1964  reveals  no  signii'u  am 
change. 
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Railroad  Service 

A north-south  single-track  rail  line  passes 
through  the  installation. 

Road  Service 

The  installation  is  served  by  good  all- 
weather  roads. 

Aircraft  Land! ng_ S c r i ps 

The  Kuressaare  Airfield  is  located  1.5  km 
south  of  the  barracks. 

Administration  and  Iroop  Housing  Areas 

Area  D1  contains  3 administration  buildings, 
a barracks,  and  3 .support  buildings. 

Area  U2  contains  5 barracks  and  a support 
building. 

General  Storage  Areas 

Area  K1  contains  6 storage  buildings,  some 
of  which  may  be  for  ammunition  storage. 

Area  E2  contains  3 storage  buildings.
